pRESrDBNT NKUNKR'S AUDKKSS 

LADIKS AND GENTr.HMKN: — Greet in;; ;. 
It is a great pleasure to have you all here 
assembled again, and to celebrate the fif- 
tieth anniversary of our Association. 

Comparison of our first reunion with 
this the fiftieth one plainly shows what 
long strides we have made in membership. 
Hut what have we acco mp lished in all these 
years, besides mingling with each other 
and recounting our happy school days? 
Well, we have done some spooning, mar- 
ried and reared children to be a credit to 
us, all of which isin keeping with the spirit 
of the age. We have paid homage to some 
of our benefactors by presenting framed 
portraits of them to our dear Altna Mater, 
to show "who is who" in the education 
of the deaf. But that is not all. What 
stands out above all, to which we can point 
with much gratification as to our accom- 
plishments, is the founding of the Ohio 
Home for our Aged and Infirm Ireaf out at 
Central College. As you all know, this was 
no Idle task, but we had the men and wo- 
men who had the determination, the pep, 
and who knew no such word as "fail." Al- 
though some of them have departed this 
mortal life, there are tome still with us. 
All honor to them everyone. May they all 
reap the rich blessings that are justly due 
lhem. Some of the otlu • S'ateshnve ttw-ir 
eyes on Ohio In this matter and not a few 
of them have looked to us for advice. 
May the good work continue. 

Tliere is another subject on which I wish 
to apeak. Our Institution is classed by a 
great many people with the othjer State 
Institutions, sucli aa the Ohio I'eninten- 
tiary, Hie Insane and Imbecile Institutions, 
because it is under the control of the 
Board — The State Board of Administration. 
The idea of having our Institution classed 
with the penal and charitable instil 111 ions 
Is not relished by us, to say the least. This 
can lie remedied by having the public 
regard our Institution as a school of learn- 
ing; that none of us are insane or imbecile, 
much less have we stolen any automobiles. 
This can be done by" having the Legislature 
change the law, to place our school under 
the control of the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. I hope you will do ail 
iu your power to have this matter attended 
to. 

Since I prepared this article, I under- 
stand there is a survey being made by the 
State of all State departments, including 
State Institutions. I am informed that it 
is the intention of the men making the 
survey to recommend a State Boa 
Education for all State schools, Including 
the schools for the deaf and blind. It 
might be recommended by this Reunion 
that, In case such a board is created, 
our school be taken from the Board of 
Administration and placed under the State 
Board of Kdu.cat.ion. 

Another matter I would like to bring 
to your attention. It is the discrimination 
made against employing the deaf by many 
concerns. Tliere a/e many business men 
who consider the deaf as undesirable, be- 
cause they can not hear. We should take 
means to educate these people as to what 
the deal can do. We are »n 1 live 

in an educated age, but I believe three- 
fourths of the people are totally ignorant 
as to the deaf. The eye of the deaf far 
surpasses the ear of the hearing in a great 
many branches of employment. Oct Ol i s y 
and hare a law passed providing for tin- 
appointment of some person |l 
ployment bureau in the large cities of the 
State who can understand the deaf SI 
their language.

good in its life. At Its Reunion 

held in 1892, it decided upon a Her- 
culean task to found and maintain a 
home for its aged and Infirm broth- 
ers and sisters, of whom there was 
then a number throughout the slate., 
In the midst of our eager discus- 
sions Governor McKinley came to 
us, and his address, encouraging us 
and promising personal support, 

tlnew us Into enthusiasm. The As 

sociation was pledged lo give $500 
out of if h treasury, and one by one 
we members came up on this plat 
form and wrote down our personal 
pledges, a total of. some 19,300, In 
one hour. A board ol Home Fund 
managers was appointed. We had 
no idea of erecting a homo until we 
had ten or fifteen thousand dollars; 
hot as Providence would have it, 
we were offered, in 1894, the Central 
College property* U11 large build- 
ings and fifteen acres of land, for a 



it, raised more money to pay off Ihe 
debt and improve the buildings, 
and on December 12th, I sOO (In 
honor of Uallaudet's birthday) 
when we were twenty-six years old, 
we gloriously opened the Irbmfl with 

addresses, in Inspection, and a 

diritipu, which over two hundred 

people attended. Soon after in- 
mates came iu, those who really 
Deeded such a home. At the Re 
union the next year we dedicated 
the Home to Cod, and under his 
blessing we have improved and 
maintained it successfully since 

Our Home was tin second to be 
established in the United Stales. 
Unlike the first one, it is maintain 
ed and managed by our own selves, 
by which we show the value of 0111 
education, mental, industrial and 
spiritual, enablin g ns to lake care 
of ourselves and our families and 
others who have fallen under the 
burdens and misfortunes of life. 

In Ihe twenty-four years of Ihe 
Home's existence it has sheltered a 
total of 59 people — W> men hikI .'i^ 
women. 

Now we are 50 yeais old, so to 
say ; hat an association like ours 
really never grows old. New blood 
comes in all the lime, absorbs our 
ideas of love and service, and car- 
ries on the good work begun years 
ago. Thus out association will 
keep robust lo the world's end. 

In 60 years we have held seven- 
teen reunions, and received in a 
great many in the fellowship of 
friendship, love and helpfulness. 
Estimating S50 people at inch re- 
union, that means an attendance of 
4250 Breaking bread, talk In 

sleeping together, we learn <>f our 

experiences and successes, see how 
we grow toward God as we pilgrim 
through life, sometimes we fall in 
love with one another, and finally 
we go home with confidence in our 
followinoii.

trary to the general opinion, harm- 
ful of itself. A man works in an 
office iu one corner of which lies a 
pile of dirt and filth. Beyond the 
fact that the odors from this mound 
of misplaced matter may annoy liim, 
the office worker does not suffer 
from the dirt or its effects so long 
as no particle of the substance en- 
ters bis body. That is what I mean 
by saying that dirt, considered 
alone, is not harmful. It is the 
effects of dirt that are so extremely 
dangerous. The man In the office 
may be extremely carefnl not to 
touch the filth or to allow his clothes 
to come into contact with it, hut 
flies or other insects that find a 
ready and convenient breeding 
place iu the corner may introduce 
some of the dirt into his body. 

From the time of Moses, tbe 
greatest sauitarian of his day, dirt 
has been held an enemy to health. 
For many years it was believed that 
dirt bred diseases — in other words, 
that the bacilli of disease were 
spontaneously generated in dirt and 
that, therefore, the misplaced mat- 
ter was of itself very harmful. 
That theory has been proved false. 
Disease germs do not generate 
spontaneously, any more than a 
field of corn will grow without seed. 
But t.hey do multiply very rapidly, 
and, tin fort nnately, the common 
carriers of those germs — files, fleas 
and other insects— are also very 
prolific. The danger of dirt is that 
it provides a breeding place for the 
carriers of the germs. 

The potential effect of unguarded 
dirt is easily seen in the results that 
it causes. Garbage that is uot 
properly guarded attracts tats and 
provides them with a means of sus- 
tenauce. The result is an in- 
crease in the number of rats, which 
In turn harbor fleas. Fleas are 
very dangerous to man, because 
they transmit plague, a rat dis- 
ease, to human* beings. 

Dry dirt is an excellent breed 
ing place for fleas, whereas moist 
filth supplies tbe common house 
fly — one of the most deadly enemies 
to mankind — with an attractive 
home in which to rear its family. 

Other things being equal, person 
al uncleanliness lowers our resist- 
ance to disease and, besides, ren- 
ders us less oarefnl about other dirt. 
The man who bathes every day, for 
example, is likely to avoid dirt 
more scrupulously than the person 
to whom a bath is a monthly event. 
The nnnditttens iu the trenches 
abroad are an excellent example of 
the modern campaign against dirt 
and its invariable ally, disease. 
Probably never before in the hlstoiy 
of the world have soldiers been so 
carefully guarded against the harm 
ful results of dirt. Military ob 
servers report that the fighting men 
have their regularly appointed bar 
hers, dentists, manicurists aud 
chiropodists. To keep them neat 
and attractive in appearance? Not 
at all. To prevent the presence of 
dirt, as far as possible, by the sys 
tomatic care of its common lodging 
places. 

Another weapon in the campaign 
against dirt that has come into use 
during the war in Europe is the an- 
tiseptic uniform. Military surgeons 
notioed some time ago that a man 
wounded by a rifle bullet rarely 
suffered from any complications of 
his wound, because the bullet drill- 
ed a clean hole. The wound caus 
ed by pieces of shrapnel, however, 
were almost always iuficted, be 
cause the shrapnel forced particles 
of the dirty uniform into the wound. 
Ou that account, a large nnniher 
of the troops abroad have been 
equipped with uniforms saturated 
with an antiseptic. 

During the Russo-Japanese War 
the Japanese set an excellent ex- 
ample to the world of what olean- 
linesB means to the modern fighting 
man. For example, it is the rule 
of the Japanese navy that every 
sailor, before going into action, 
shall, if possible, take a thorough 
bath aud put on a clean uniform. 
Viitually all the fighting units 
in the war in Europe have taken 
advantage of these modem ideas 
ooucorniug sanitation and hygiene, 
with the result that this conflict, 
the greatest iu history, is also tin 
doiibtodly the cleanest. Every 
army in Europe is fighting two 
enemies; the men on the othei side 
0)1 the trenches and the disease in 
its owu. 

Consideration of war leads na- 
turally to a consideration of 
wounds, although only a small 
fraction of tbe wounds of the world 
are received doting war time. 
Here, too, dirt plays a highly dan- 
gerous role, for an open wound in- 
vitee disease germs to enter direct 
ly into the body without making 
use of any intermediate channel. 

Before the time of Lister, the 
great surgeon of sanitation, who 
added ; so much to the world's know- 
ledge of the effects of dirt and of 
the best means to combat it, wounds 
were almost always infected. Blood 
poisoning 01 gangrene would set in, 
so that even if the patient survived 
be often had to lose an arm or a leg. 
Lister proved the immense value 
of antiseptics, but the world has 
progressed far since Lister's day. 
Now, the surgeon has less need for 
antiseptics, because he uses instrti-

instruments; he covers his hands 
with st< rilized rubber gloves so that 
he can penetrate into the interior 
of the body of the patient without 
carrying infection; and finally, he 
dresses the wound with sterile 
gauze that effectually prevents dirt 
or disease germs of any kind from 
entering. In consequence surgeons 
are enabled every day to perform 
operations that were undreamed of 
twenty years ago. 

Two many people believe that 
sanitation, which is a synonym for 
the oleanliuess of the environment, 
and hygiene — the cleanliness of the 
person — are matters to bo taken 
care of only by iho health authori- 
ties, the physicians and the .sur- 
geon. That belief is a vast poten- 
tial danger to the community. 

Every man, woman and child in 
the world owes to his follow man a 
double duty of bygieuo and sani- 
tation — the duty to keep himself 
clean in order that ho may not tin 
wittingly help to multiply disease 
germs, and the duty to care for tils 
property, even If it is only the 
drawer of a table or a comer of the 
yard, so that the earners of bacilli 
may not find a pleasaut habitation 
there. If we are clean, our neigh- 
bors will suffer less; and if they are 
clean, we shall suffer less. Sani- 
tation may be compared to a long 
chain, made up of links in the 
shape of human beings and their 
property; the entire chain is no 
stronger to prevent the iuroads of 
disease than the weakest of its links. 
The farmer who lives miles away 
from 'the city and whose nearest 
neighbor is a league distant might 
say to himself, "It is not imper- 
ative that I observe the rules of 
sanitation. If my farm is dirty, 
it hurts ouly me anil my family." 
But be forgets that the produce that 
he raises on his farm, the milk that 
he ships to the city, the fruit that 
he and his family pack for sale 
elsewhere, are all excellent carriers 
of disease germs, and that, there 
fore, the dirt on his farm may 
cause hundreds of cases of sickness 
in the city many miles away. 

I might give a score of similar 
examples: the milkman who fails 
to scrub out bis cans; the laundry 
worker who has vague ideas of per- 
sonal cleanliness; the boy in school 
who does not care whose pencil he 
u es and wets with his tongue; the 
girl who allows her companions to 
take bites of her apple or to use 
her drinking cup. All those are as 
culpable as the farmer, but most of 
them sin through ignorance. Their 
sanitary conscience has Dot been 
trained, aud as a result the com 
munity suffers. 

You oannot begin too early to 
teach children the laws of sanita 
tions. Every child should learn 
that fingers were not made to place 
in the month ; that drinking cups 
are just as much personal property 
as stockings or underwear are; that 
it is far from cleanly or healthful to 
bite an apple or a piece of cake 
after another person has bitten it 
Tbe fundamental rule of sanitation, 
in short, is: avoid promiscuity iu 
auything pertainiug to personal 
wear, use or food. 

To learn how slow the humau 
raoe has been to realize the impor- 
tance of sanitation you need only to 
turn to the pages of Erasmus, a 
chronicler of English conditions 
about the year 1500. 

"The floorlug of the (Euglish) 
houses," he writes, "is usually of 
beaten clay. This iB spread with 
rushes, which are rarely removed, 
additional layers being added to 
those already befouled, which some- 
times remain undistui bed for twenty 
years, collecting fishbones, portions 
of food, and other filth." 

When we consider that at a 
period not long before that time 
the greatest sanitary invention of 
all time — the fork — was unknown, 
that every hand was dipped into a 
common trencher and that everyone 
used a common drinking horn, we 
can hardly wonder at the prevalence 
of the black death tbe sweating 
sickness, and the other epidemics 
that swept Europe. 

Groat advances were made in 
sanitation when individual napkins 
and drinking glasses and, ranking 
next in importance to the fork, 
personal drinking cups came into 
use. The bathtub, of which there 
are more per capita in the United 
States than in any other nation of 
the world, is another sanit.try dis 
covery that has immeasurably aided 
in the campaign against dirt. Tbe 
shower bath is even more important 
to the health of mankind 

You will notice that all of those 
inventions strike at a common 
enemy — not dirt so much as pro 
misctiity. A Mow at the same 
enemy was the abolition of the com 
nion roller towel and the public 
drinking cup Indeed, the proven 
tion of promiscuity may be said to 
be the aim and purpose of tbe en 
tiio modern sanitary movement. 

The tenets of the Mosaic Law — 
the oldest expression of "modern" 
ideas of sanitation that we know- 
need little, if any. change to brlug 
them up to date. What is uecessai y 
is that people should more generally 
understand the importance and the 
utial nature of those rules; that 
they should know more dearly the 
dangers of dirt *s a breeding place 
for disease carriers; aud that they 
should realize what trentendous 
benefits will come to them from a 



When once we understand the 
basic idea that dirt is uuhealthful, 
we take more scrupulous care of 
our person. We wash our hands 
more frequently, and thus avoid 
many diseases that have come from 
neglecting to do so; we do uot drink 
from a common drinking cup, be- 
cause we have reason to believe 
that it is "dirty," we care for our 
teeth more thoroughly, and thus 
avoid many rheumatic and other ail- 
ments that modern science traces 
to neglected teeth; we frequent 
cleaner restaurants and demand 
cleaner milk for our tables; we aid 
in tbe campaigns against public ex- 
pectoration, and we commit less 
frequently that great siu of care- 
lessness — sneezing or coughing 
without properly covering the 
mouth. 

Especially in the winter, when 
the bacilli of grippe and of colds 
are prevalent, the careless sneezer 
or cougher does an immense amount 
of harm, especially whpn in crowd- 
ed places. The American people 
have learned to abhor the use of 
the common towel and the common 
cup, and I look for the day to come 
when the careless cougher will be 
as rare as the roller towel is today. 
Then we shall, have made another 
stride away from promiscuity and 
we shall have gained auothor vic- 
tory over disease aud its favorite 
medium, diit. 

The sanitary conscience of tbe 
community is as important as that 
of the individual. Usually, how- 
ever, clean citizens insist ou their 
community's being clean, and as a 
natural consequence sewage, re- 
fuse, rubbish and other forms of 
dirt are properly disposed, of cleau 
drinking water and clean municipal 
markets are two other evidences of 
a sanitary conscience that are now 
manifest iu the greater part of this 
country. It is, therefore, uot too 
much to hope that, as the result of 
the awakening of the sanitary con- 
science aud of the education of the 
young iu matters of persoual and 
communal cleanliness, future 
generations will be able to proclaim 
a complete and sweeping victory 
over the principal ally of disease — 
dirt. — Youth's Companion.
